3 FOR the purpose of requiring that a plague be placed in a certain location to honor
4 the soldiers who were forced to participate in what has become known asthe

5 Bataan Death March during World War I1; requiring the Governor to appoint

6 the Secretary of Veterans Affairs to oversee the design, construction, and

7 placement of the plaque; requiring the Governor to appropriate certain funds for
8 the design, congtruction, and placement of the plaque; and generdly relating to
9 commemorating the soldiers forced to participate in the Bataan Death March.

10 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
11 MARYLAND, That:

12 €) A plague shall be placed in the State House or on the grounds of the State
13 House to honor the sacrifices of the American and Filipino soldiers who, in April 1942,
14 were ordered to surrender and forced by the enemy to march up to 10 days without

15 food or water in a horrific episode of World War 11 that has become known asthe

16 Bataan Death March;

17 (b) The Governor shall appoint the Secretary of Veterans Affairsto oversee the
18 design, construction, and placement of the plague; and

19 (© The Governor shall appropriate the funds necessary for the design,
20 construction, and placement of the plague.

21 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That thisAct shal take
22 effect October 1, 2003.
